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THE  WILDERNESS  LAND 

Half  a  century  ago  John  Muir,  the  naturalist  whose  name  marks  many 
California  places,  beckoned  his  readers  to  the  wilderness: 

"Come  to  the  woods,  for  here  is  rest.  There  is  no  repose  like  that 
of  the  green  deep  woods.  Here  grow  the  wallflower  and  the  violet.  The 
squirrel  will  come  and  sit  upon  your  knee,  the  logcock  will  wake  you  in 
the  morning.  Sleep  in  forgetfulness  of  all  ill.  Of  all  the  upness  accessible 
to  mortals,  there  is  no  upness  comparable  to  the  mountains." 

At  that  time  Muir  and  his  fellow  conservationists  in  California  were 
trying  to  save  great  open  spaces  and  natural  parks.  Now,  the  struggle 
is  in  some  places  to  interpose  some  green  belts  in  the  paths  of  advancing 
suburbs.  On  another  front,  births  and  immigration  and  land  speculation 
are  part  of  the  complex  which  finds  the  realtor  competing  with  the  park 
systems  for  the  remaining   desirable   land. 

Some  of  the  creatures  Muir  loved  are  gone  forever;  other  species 
may  not  survive  for  our  grandchildren.  The  multiple-use  policy  which 
permits  logging  in  our  national  forests  whittles  away  at  the  unexploited 
wilderness.  Tin  cans  and  glass  litter  the  back  country.  The  casualty  list 
is  long. 

For  a  long  while  we  have  been  looking  for  someone  to  talk  about 
the  wilderness  land.  He  would,  we  thought,  know  about  the  creatures  and 
the  country;  the  ocean  and  the  mountains  and  the  streams.  But  more  than 
that,  he  should  have  a  feel  for  these  things  and  be  able  to  translate  his 
imagination  and  emotion  to  convey  some  sense  of  their  beauty  and 
toughness. 

We  have  invited  Robert  Marshall  of  Pomona  to  try  his  hand  at  a 
program  series  that  would  do  some  of  these  things.  He  is  conservation 
chairman  of  the  Sierra  Club's  Angeles  chapter  and  has  a  long  ac- 
quaintance with  the  field  which  he  describes  as  "fast-moving,  interesting, 
and  largely  unknown."  Mr.  Marshall's  resources  include  other  friends  of 
the  wilderness  and  the  classic  and  current  literature. 

We  call  the  program  "The  Wilderness  Land."  Beginning  with  this 
Folio  it  will  be  heard  bi-weekly  on  Friday  (Feb.  24)  at  8:00.  Essentially 
it  will  be  a  conservation  news  program,  but  the  range  and  content  will 
be  limited  only  by  Mr.  Marshall's  time  and  energy.
